‘AMERICAN CONSUL AT FAULT. 


TO FROM HIM KENNEDY LEARNED MADE A SERIOUS BLUNDER AT

SINGAPORE. 


Presented an American Flag to Fili- 
pinos and Referred to Dewey and 
Aguinaldo as Comrades in 
Liberty’s Cause. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 16.—Consul General 
Pratt may be held responsible for the 
Philippine tangle. A serious moral phase 
of the affair is that the Filipinos seem to 
have been duped or the enthusiasm of the 
American representative at Singapore ex- 
ceeded all bounds of official instructions 
and common sense. 

The secret correspondence of the State 
Department now before the Senate shows 
very clearly that a suspicion existed in the 
mind of Secretary Day that Pratt had at 
least said certain things to Aguinaldo 
which justitied him in believing that he 
Was to be an ally of the American forces 
and that ultimate independence was to be 
the lot of the Filipinos. 

On June 8 last an address prepared by 
the Filipino representative was delivered 
to Pratt at Singapore, amid imposing cere- 
monies. The text of the address and Mr. 
Pratt's reply, together with a report of the 
ceremony, Wus printed in the local news- 
papers, and Mr. Pratt sent the department 
copies prepared by nim tor issuance to the 
press of tyis country. They were sup- 
pressed by Secretary Day, who censured 
t’ratt in a letter dated July 2. 

In this letter the Secretary said, among 
Other things. 

“By department’s telegram of July 17 
you were instructed to avoid unauthorized 
negotiations with the Philippine insurgents. 

“The extract now communicated by you 
has occasioned a feeling of disquietude and 
a doubt as to whether some of your acts 
may not have borne a significance and pro- 
duced an impression which this Govern- 
ment would be compelled to regret. 

“The address presented to you by the 
Filipinos dic close an understanding on their 
part that the object of Admiral Dewey was 
to support the cause of Gen. Aguinaldo, 
and that the ultimate object of our action 
is to secure the independence of the Philip- 
pines ‘under the protection of the United 
States.’ 

“Your address does not repel this implica- 
tion, and it moreover represents that Gen. 
Aguinaldo was ‘sought out’ by _ you, 
whereas it had been the understanding of 
the department that you received him only 
upon request, 

“This and other references represent the 
matter in a light which causes apprehen- 
sion lest your action may have laid the 
ground of future misunderstanding and 


complications. 
“Tf in the course of your conferences with 


Gen. Aguinaldo you acted upon the as6ump- 


tion that this Government would co- 
operate with him for the furtherance of 
any plan of his own, or that in accepting 
his co-operation it would consider itself 
pleiged to recognize any political claims 
which he may put forward, your action was 
unauthorized and cannot be approved.,”’ 

In the light of these statements. concern- 
ing the attitude of the administration the 
sentiments expressed by the Filipinos <in 
their address to Consul General Pratt may 
be better understood. The address is short 
and in part it is as follows: 

“Our countrymen at home, beloved native 
land, hope that the Unites States, your na- 
tion, persevering in its humane policy, will 
efficaciously second the programme ar- 
ranged between you, sir, and Gen. Aguin- 
aldo in this port of Singapore, and secure 
to us our independence under the protec- 
tion of the United States. 

“Our warmest thanks are especially due 
to you, sir, personally, for having been 
the first to cultivate relations with Gen. 
Aguinaldo, and arrange for co-operation 
with Admiral Dewey, thus supporting our 
aspirations which time and subsequent ac- 
tions have developed and have caused to 
meet with the applause and approbation 
of our nation.” 

Consul Ceneral Pratt In reply plainly 
treated Aguinaldo as an ally, for he said: 

‘‘Now we have news of the brilliant 
achievements of your own distinguished 
leader, Gen. Aguinaldo, co-operating on 
land with the Americans at sea. 

“T am thankful to have been the means. 
though merely the accidental means, of 
bringing about the arrangement between 
Gen, Aguinaldo and Admiral Dewey which 
has resulted so happily. I can only hope 
that the eventful outcome will be all that 
can be desired for the happiness and wel- 
fare of the Filipinos.” 

In presenting an American flag to the 
delegation Mr. Pratt said: 

“This flag was borne in battle, and is 
the emblem of that very liberty that you 
are seeking to attain.’’

Judge Flitcraft Rules That She Can

Classes and clubs of various sorts have 
been formed which meet in the settlement’s 
rooms. A branch library has been estab- 
li¢hed in connection with the free reading 
room, in which all the magazines and peri- 
Odicals are to be found. The results at- 
tained are gratifying, those for whom the 


work is intended having shown great eager-- 


ness to take advantage of the opportunities 
presented.

The bigvest car of wheat ever shipped

STANDARD OIL BEHIND IT. 


My Reach Into Canada and Make This 
Powerful Combination an In- 
ternational One. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 16.—Negotiations look- 
ing to the consolidation of the copper min- 
ing interests of the United States have been 
in progress in this city for a week. 

With reputed backing no less powerful 
than thet of the Standard Oil interests, the 
American Copper Mining Company in its 
combination of six plants expects to revo- 


lutionize the copper mining industry of the 
world in which the United States already 
figures as the chief factor. ‘The Boston and 
Montane and the Butte and Boston mining 
companies, the Old Dominion Copper Com- 
pany of Ar-zona and the Areadian, Tamarcek 
and Osceola mining companies of Michi- 
gan are named as the component parts of 
the new organization. 

It is understood that the American com- 
pany will reach into Canada and absorb 
important copper mines there, thus making 
the combination international, but the 
Calumet and Hecla Company, the largest 
producer in the Lake Superior region. has 
so far declined to enter. the combination. 

Disinterested observers of the trans- 
actions in copper mining stocks for 1898 
declare that a smal] coterie of men have 
added $50,000,000 to their wealth through 
this channel. 

The combination springs from the recent 
upheaval in copper. Prices have soared to 
the highest figures known, in face of un- 
precedented consumption. The increased 
employment of eiectr.cal energy has 
caused an enormous demand for copper. 
European countries alone last year used 
456,789,759 pounds, and when it is consid- 
ered that American mines supply most of 
the foreign requirements, in addition to 
home demands, the possibilities in the cop- 
per situation become apparent. 

Hints of a consolidation received publicly 
first through the protective committee of 
the Boston and Montana Company. Stock- 
holders were asked to deposit their shares 
with a Boston trust company in order that 
they might be “available for protection 
against attacks on the company’s prop- 
erty.’’ 

The matter was in charge of A. S. Bige- 
low, head of the Bigelow-Clark mining syn- 
dicate of Montana; Sydney Chase, of a 
brokerage firm recognized as direct repre- 
sentatives of the Standard Oil Co.; Sam. 
uel Untermeyer, an attorney for the Stand- 
ard Oi] Co., and Edward C. Perkins. 
This request for the hypothecation of stock 
has all along been regarded as a concen- 
tration preparatory to effecting the com- 
bination. 

The Montana mines are second most im- 
portant in the State which heads the list 
of copper producing States, being exceeded 
in importance only by the Anaconda mine, 
owned by Marcus Daly and J. B. Haggin. 
The Arcadian, Tamarack and Osceola prop- 
erties are in the Hancock-Houghton copper 
belt, in the Northern Michigan peninsula. 
The Arcadian mine hag not been worked 
to any great extent, although its shares 
advanced at mention of the consolidation 
scheme from 2 to 70 points. 

The Portage Lake district, where the 
Michigan mines involved are located, is in 
the throes of a copper craze that approxi- 
mates the Kuffilr mania in South Africa. 
Brokers from Boston, which is the American 
copper exchange. are doing a rushing busi- 
ness at branch offices opened on the ground, 
and people are buying mining shares ag 
fast as stock certificates can be issued. 

Lewisohn Bros. of this city are accred- 
ited with being the principal factors in 
inspiring new investments in American 
copper mines. They-have agents in London 
and Paris and have encouraged the export 
trade. They are said to have had their first 
experience with copper in an investment in 
Boston and Mantana stock years ago when 
no railroad penetrated the Butte country. 
They held the stock for years, and when 
a raliroad finally did enter Butte and the 
mine could be operated with a show of 
profit they found a fortune at their com- 
mand, The Rockefeller interests, after 
heavy investments in iron ore flelds, were 
encouraged to investigate copper mines with 
the result that they bought heavily in the 
Michigan district. It is one the per- 
éistent reports of the day that the Roths- 
childs have made overtures to them look- 
ing to a syndicate control of all the copper 
mines in the world. 


TO TEACH THEM ENGLISH. 


Harris’ Plan of Public Schools in Cuba 
Is for Mixed Instruction. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 16.—In the plan for 
a new public school system prepared after 
investigation and by request of the Presi- 
dent by Prof. Wm. T. Harris of the Bureau 


of Education, it is advised that the island 
be districted, and that supervisors be named 
to take charge of the districts. His prop- 
osition is that experts from the United 
States shall be at the head of the system 
and that supervisors shall be the medium 
between the experts and the teachers. For 
teachers Prof. Harris advises the use of all 
of the material which can be found in 
Cuba, but he expresses the opinion that 
it will be necessary to employ some teach- 
ers from the United States. The children 
are to be taught in Spanish, but one hour 
a day is to be given to instruction in the 
English language, so that the pupils may 
learn to speak and read it. 

Prof. Harris proposes that there shall be 
a Bureau of Education for the entire isl- 
and. From the central bureau the system 
is to extend until it embraces centers of 
population, and then the rural districts. 
The schools are to be free and are to be 
eupported 4 local taxation. The American 
system, with some modifications made nec- 
essary by the peculiar conditions, will be 
introduced. The idea is that enough Ameri- 
cans shall be sent to infuse the American 
spirit into the innovation, for a free school 
supported by taxation is something that 
Cuba has never known. 

Gen. John Eaton ig now in Porto Rico 
perfecting plans for the tntroduction of the 
American school system there. His plans 
are similar to those which Prof. Harris has 
recommended for Cuba.

HAVANA’S NEW FORCE BEGINS 
THE WORK OF POLIC- 
ING THE CITY. 


MANY HOMELESS WANDERERS. 


Those Able to Labor Are Put to Work 
Sweeping and Cleaning the 
Filthy Streets. 


HAVANA, Jan. 16.—The police authorities 
have begun the mora] ganitation of Havana. 
Vans have been provided and last night 
after midnight they made the rounds of the 
city. picking up vagrants and homeless 
persons. Since the time of the reconcen- 
tration the parks and porticos have been 
filled nightly with these unfortunates, a few 
of whom were criminals. It has been one 
of the distressing features of the prevail- 
ing conditions for which no remedy was 


found. Under the Cuban-American adrmn- 
istration the building Known as the San 
lsidor Asyium has been ovolalned a8 a 6hei- 
ter. Persons picked up in tne streets are 
taken there ana provided witn lodging and 
food. If they are able to labor iney are 
turned over to the municipal peblic works 
and are put to work sweeping the streets. 
ror this they are paid w centS a day. 
These unabie to work, who are tne larger 
class, are provided for at San Isidor and 
in the hospitals. in a short time it 18 ex- 
pected that the streets will be cleared en- 
tirely of these people. Provision is also 
made for the care of the urchins who are 
without homes in San Jose Asylum. For- 
mer!y this asylum had a manual training 
school and this will be revived. Some 
forms of vice which have been demoralizing 
to children beggars and which would come 
within the province of the Gerry Society 
of New York have also beer taken hold 
of by the police authorities with beneficial 
results. 

Jose Miro, a former inspector of police 
and later a captain of Spanish guerrillas, 
has written a letter to the insurgent 
colonel, Atfredo Arango, in which he gives 
particulars of police practices. He says 
that under Spanish rule official documents 
were regularly forged to convict Cubans 
and that. for this purpose a special stamp 
was made and special per prepared for 
forging the documents. e gives the names 
of the chief of police and inspector by 
whose connivance this was done. Among 
them are Cubans as well as Spaniards. 
Miro says that, while the criminal organi- 
zation of the Nanigos existed and real 
criminals were deported, a false Nanigo- 
ism was established, which was used as a 
means of deporting Cuban politicial pris- 
oners. Miro’s letter is in the nature of a 
confession. The degree of credence to be 
given it is uncertain. What he says of the 
deportation of Cuban political prisoners as 
Nanigos is known to be true. Allegations 
affect persons who are seeking employ- 
ment on the present police force. As Gen. 
Menocal is the head of the police force, he 
is in a position to utilize whatever is true 
in Miro’s statements regarding individuals. 


JUST TO STEADY THE MARKET 


Linseed Oil Trust President States His 
Benevolent Intentions. 


CLEVELAND, O., Jan. 16.—Mr. B. F. 
Miles of thie city, who has just been elect- 
ed President of the new Linseed Oil Trust, 
which controls all of the large linseed oll 
piants in the country, in discussing the 
plans of the new organization, to-day said: 
“The output of the trust will continue 
about as it has in the past when the com- 
anies were manufacturing independently. 
he great object is to steady the markct 
and maintain it on a solid basis and make 
it non-speculative. If anything prices will 
be decreased rather than increased. 
“The combination will endeavor to 
crease and systematize our trade with 
England and to get a better eer | in the 
markets of Honolulu and the West Indies.’’

DEATH ON THE YUKON. 


Several Persons Frozen and Several 
Steamers Will Be Wrecked. 
TACOMIA, Wash., Jan. 16.—A number of 
Klondikers have been killed and three 
river steamers wrecked by the ice jams in 
the Yukon River. Late in November 
Henry Horsfall and wife of Seattle and 
John Dobbins of Victoria left Yukon for 
an Indian village 30 miles below, in an 
open boat. The river froze hard the Mnext 
day. They never reached their destina- 
tion. Their boat was found imbedded in 
the ice. Others are believed to have per- 
ished in the same way. The steamers Ta- 
coma, Seattle and Robert Kerr are partly 
wrecked and are certain of being ground 
to pieces during the spring break-up. All 
three are within a few miles of Circle City. 
A remnant of the Government reindeer 
herd which has been lost in the interior 
of Alaska for months reached the Yukon 
River at the mouth of White River Dec. 
16 and started for Circle City. But 100 
deer remained out of the 400 which started 
from Pyramid Harbor last March. In the 
meantime they have traveled 400 miles, It 
was found that the deer were wholly un- 
fitted to etand the heat of summer. The 
accompanying Scandinavians, and Lap- 
landers have enjoyed their summer outing.

VACANCIES AT WEST POINT TO BE 
FILLED FROM STATES 


MISSOUR! WILL HAVE FOUR. 


At the Naval Academy There Will Be 


18 Vacancies March 5 and 
45 on June 30. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 16.—There are @ 
number of vacancies at the Military 
Academy which members of the present 
Congress are entitled to fill. Among these 


are the Second, Third, Tenth, Eleventh 
and Twenty-first Districts of Illinois, the 
Tenth Iowa, the Eleventh Michigan, the 
Ninth Wisconsin, the First Oregon. These 
vacancies belong to the class which wiil 
enter the academy next June and if they 
are not filled before the present Congress 
expires they will revert to members whose 
terms of office begin March 4, next. 

Without changing the law there will be 
no further vacancies at West Point until 
June, 1900, when upon the graduation of 
what is now the second class there will be 
58 places to be filled, these being distributed 
as follows: At large 2. Arkansas 1, Con- 
necticut 1, Idaho 1, Illinois 2, Indiana 3, 
Iowa 1, Kansas 4, Kentucky 2, Maryland 2, 
Massachusetts 5, Michigan 1, Minnesota i, 
Missouri 4, Montana 1, Nebraska 2, Nevada 
1, New York 3, Ohio 4, Pennsylvania 4, 
South Carolina 3, Tennessee 1, Texas 2, 
Virginia 1, Washington 1, West Virginia l, 
Wisconsin 1. 

The present class, on account of the ur- 
gent need for its men in service at the 
present time, will be graduated Feb. 1s. 
The regulation examination of all candi- 
dates to fill the vacancies would ordinarily 
occur before boards of army officers at the 
principal military posts throughout the 
country on March 1, but this year the ex- 
igencies of the service precluding the ap- 
pointment of such boards on account of the 
abandonment of posts due to the dispatch of 
regiments to the West Indies and the Phil- 
ippines, has caused the War Department 
to order all the accredited candidates to 
report at West Point for examination early 
in June. 

Although two vacancies will occur among 

the cadets at large at West Point next 
year it will be impossible for President 
McKinley to consider any applications for 
them, as he has already made promises for 
every appointment that he will be. entitled 
to throughout the remainder of hie term 
as President. He has adhered rigidly to 
the precedent foilowed almost invariably 
by his predecessors of restricting his ap- 
pointments at both academies to the sons 
of army and navy officers, and even with 
this restriction he has not had available 
one-tenth of the appointments needed to 
gratify the conspicuously ae alae cases 
among soldiers’ sons, who, under the law, 
have no preferential treatment if they wish 
to follow the profession in which their 
ancestors acquired d’etinction., 
At the naval academy there will be 18 
vacancies on March 5 and 45 on June 30. 
Those that become available in March al- 
ready exist, but cannot be filled by the 
members of the present House of Repre- 
sentatives, by whom those vacancies were 
permitted to lapse on July 1 last. The 
existing vacancies belong to the following 
districts: 

First and Eighth Alabama, Sixteenth IIli- 
no's, Tenth and Eleventh Kentucky, 
Fourth and Fifth Louisiana, Fourth Mis- 
sissippi, Third Nebraska, Sixth and Twen- 
tieth Ohio, First Tennessee and Sixth 
Texas. 

Secretary Long will notify the Congress- 
men from those districts on March 1 thet 
they will have four months to make the 
appointments from among young men be- 
tween the ages of 15 and 20, who shall 
be actually residents of the district from 
which they are nominated. At the same 
time and under eimilar conditions Repre- 
sentatives in Congress of the following dis- 
tricts will be informed that they may 
make appointments for the vacancies that 
occur at the end of June, namely: Third 
and Seventh Alabama, Third kansas, 
Arizona, Third and- Fifth California, Tenth 
and Eleventh Georgia, Eighth and Ninth 
Illinois. Sixth and Ninth Indiana, Third, 
Fifth. Seventh and Eleventh Iowa, Elev- 
enth Kansas, First, Sixth, Eighth and 
Eleventh Michigan. Fourth Minnesota, 
Secand Mieésissippi, Fourth and Sixth Ne- 
braska. North Dakota, Seventh, Tenth 
and Twelfth Ohio, South Dakota, Eighth 
Texas, Washington, Ninth and Tenth Wis- 
consin and one from the District of Co- 
lumbia, the latter to be designated by the 
President.

PATRIOTS ARE SATISFIED. 


Members of the Commission Now in 
Washington Are Hopeful of 
the Island’s Future. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 16.—According to 
Brigadier General Joseph E. Miguel Gomez, 
a memober of the Cuban commission now in 
Washington, the Cuban Army is sure to 
receive the three years’ pay to which it is 
entitled, $40,000,000 being advanced by the 
United States, with the custom houses of 
Cuba as security for its repayment. 

Brigadier General Gomez, who has just 
arrived in this city from Washington, is 
Srateful for the way the commission has 
been received.

THE NATURE OF THINGS. 


“Personal property is not taxed simply because in the nature 
of things it cannot be taxed,” said Mr. F. N. Judson in an 
address before tne St. Louis Economic Club. 

If in the nature of things personal property cannot be taxed 
dt seems to follow that any attempt to tax it is highly in- 
expedient if not actually immoral. Missouri and some other 
Status have tried to reach everything for taxation, with the 
result of reaching almost nothing except the savings of the 
poorand propertyless, and this usually by a vicious process of 
indirection. 

Mr. Judson suggests that “personal returns should be 
@bolished, and men should be taxed on personal possessions 
or ona basis made from the rental paid or rental value of the 
premises.”’ 

The first is not very clear. The second, however, is in accord 
with the best informed thought on the subject. The ‘value of 
the premises,” franchises and incomes are natural objects of. 
taxation. It is ‘in the nature of things” to tax them. Poll-' 
ticians might grow really wise if they would study the “nature

RABY'S TEMPERATURE.—The normal tempera- 
ture of the child taken ander the armpits 
degrees Fahrenhel:; and every mother should have 
a clinical thermomoeter, and learn bow to read it;

DRESSING A CUT.—Bathe the cut wih cold 
water that if possible has been previously boiled 
Cut strips of sticking plaster an etghth of an 
inch wide. When the bleeding is checked draw the 
edges of the cut together and strap it with the 
plaster, leaving a narrow space tween eacn 
strip. Cover the whole with a layer of absorbent 
cotton bandaged in place with a narrow strip 
of cotton.

Turpentine or alcohol will remove the plaster 
when the wound fs healed. 


A BABY'S DEVELOPMENT should. proceed ac- 
cording to a certain ratio, Daring the first four 
Bionths the child should grow an inch in length 
éach menth.

While he did not 
say so in so Many words, he is apparently 
not favorably impressed with the way pu- 
gilistic events are conducted on Manhattan 
island since the Corbett-Sharkey throw- 
down of tne public. 

Mr. Stuart has alwaye thought well of 
McCoy, and was disappointed at his defeat 
by Sharkey. He Is willing to offer a good 
big purse for a finish fight between Fitz 
s.mmons and McCoy for the middle-weight 
championship, or itzsim.mons and Shar- 
key for the heavyweight class. Still he con- 
siugers Nevada the proper section for get- 
tling pugilistic championships. 


Mr. Stuart’s offer to put up a big purse 
shows Fitzsimmons away out of the wilder- 
ness.

IT WAS AN EXCITING CHASE, 


The Thieves Drove Along a Railroad 
Track Between a M Train 
and Sidetracked Cars. *

two horse-thieves five blocks Sunday even- 
ing, leaped into his buggy, which they 
were driving away, and recovered his prop- 
erty.

GAMBLED WITH THEIR MONEY. 


HE WAS TOO WISE TO RISK HIS 
OWN.

‘“*Weli,’’ said he, “this 
knocking around down town wasting for 
the time to go and sell the carload of 
etock | brought to the city with me. 

‘TIT was down on Broadway, near the 
Courthouse, when this man (indicating 
Webber) came along. I guess he thought 
I looked easy, for he came up and began 
talking to me. I didn’t mind it, and rather 
encouraged him. He is not as big as I am, 
and I wasn’t afraid that I couldn’t handle 
im. 

“He told me he was a stranger in town 
and talked about stock, ejc. He spoke 
about the old Courthouse looking so dingy 
and I agreed to everything he said. We 
stood there until I got tired, and I re- 
marked that my feet were cold. He pro- 
poses that we go down and look at the 
Supples building. I agreed and we went 
south on Broadway. My friend was a good 
talker, and when we got to Eighth and 
Walnut streets I called his attention to the 
fact that we were not going toward the 
Capples buiNiing. He suggested that we 
take a drink, and we went into the saloon. 
I took a glass of beer, and then a big fel- 
low with a white hat came in. My friend 
spoke to him, and it was suggested that 
we all three shake for the drinks.

‘‘As I told-them I thad to go to the Wain- 
wright building I had to go by there for 
fear they would follow me. Then I came 
to the Four Courts and told Chief Desmond 
all about it. He showed me my friends’ 
pictures These are the men, sure.” 

‘“‘Well, what have you got to say to this, 
Webber?’ asked Chief Desmond,

with him’”’

Chicago Drainage Canal Committee 
Has Returned. 

R. E. MoMath, President of the Roard 
of Public Improvements; M. L. Holman, 
Water Commissioner, and B. H. Colby, 
Sewer Commissioner, returned to St. Louis 
Sunday from Chicago, where they passed 
several days investigating the plans and 
speoifications for the Chicago Drainage 
Canal to ascertain whether St. Louis is in 
danger of losing its water supply from 
pollution by the sewage of Chicago. They 
spoke in complimentary terms of the men- 
ner in which they were received by the 
members of the Chicago Drainage Board. 

Mr. McMath saye his investigation has 
convinced him that, even if Chicago pours 
its weighty volume of sewage into the Mis- 
sissippi River, the water supply of St. 
Louis will not be effected by it. He bases 
this opinion upon the fact that before the 
sewage arrives at the Miesiss'ppi it wiil 
be necessary for it to travel 329 miles in 
the waters of the Illinois and Des Plaines 
Rivers, which have little current. He be- 
lieves this journey will give it an oppor- 
tunity to settle to the bottoms of these 
rivers. f any of

The new stock company at the Grand 
Opera House compares favorably with any 
organization seen in a St. Louis theater this 
season, Individuals in companies that have 
visited the high price houses surpassed any 
individual in the Grand company, but for 
uniform merit the aggregation of players 
organized by Manager R. L. Giffen is as 
good as the best. This is strong praise, 
but the men and women in the new stock 
company are entitled to it. They know 
their trade. 

The opening bill was ‘The Jilt,’’ a com- 
edy drama, by Dion Boucicault. The Sun- 
day afternoon audience was large. There 
were no vacant seats on the frst floor, 
only a few in the balcony and the gallery 
was crowded. It was not an enthusiastic 
audience. For a Sunday afternoon crowd 
it was cold. That may have been the fault 
of the play, or it may have been because the 
audience wanted to get acquainted with 
the new players. It certainly was not the 
fault of the company. When Hobart Bos- 
worth, the leading man, appeared there was 
some clapping of hands, and when Miss 
Seligman came on there was a tumultuous 
burst of applause which 
seconds. None of the other members of the 
company got a reception, though why they 
shouldn't is not apparent, for most of them 
are known to be artists of merit. 

“Tihe Jilt,”’ like all of Boucicault’s plays, 
is full of words. Too much explaining of 
the plot by the characters is necessary 
and the action is slow. There is a problem 
in it, but is an easy one. The merit of 
the play is that it gives honesty and geh- 
erosity and true love opportunities to 
demonstrate their power to defeat the 
machinations of the wicked. The lady 
who is called “‘The Jilt’’ has married Sir 
Budleigh Woodstock, and Sir Marcus 
Wylie, a society villain, threatens to re- 
veal her past unless she helps him to win 
the ‘hand of her husband's rich and beau- 
tiful sister. The sister discovers his plans 
and joins forces with Lady Woodstock and 
Myles O’Hara, a gentleman rider, and they 
foil the villain. There is another villain 
in the play, and he is foiled by Mrs. 
Welter. who trains horses, and her daugh- 
ter Phyllis, who rides them. The char- 
acter drawing is excellent and the inter- 
pretations were delightful. 

Mr. Bosworth as Sir Budleigh has only 
to look pleasant and say manly things and 
play the devoted husband, and he does it 
all in a most satisfying manner. He is 
stalwart and handsome and easy of manner 
and reads well. John B. Maher, as the 
Irish hero who says witty things and makes 
sacrifices and wins the woman he loves, 
did a fine bit of character work. He is 
quiet and effective and has the quality of 
self repression in a most gratifying de- 
gree. He made friends with the audience 
at once and it was easy to see that he 
would soon become a favorite. George W. 
Denham has an old man part, and a charm- 
ing old man he made, quiet, magnetic and 
humorous or pathetic as the occasion re- 
quired, and always ready to kiss a pretty 
girl. Theodore Hamilton was the society 
villain. Play-goers know he is a 
actor. His work as Sir Marcus Wylie takes 
nothing away from his reputation. Harry 
O. Stubbs carried a juvenile role very 
cleverly. Edward Emery, the only mem- 
ber of the old stock company in the new 
organization, showed cause for his reten- 
| tion. As James Daisy, a low comedy vil- 
| lain, he does some good work, and he will 
| probably do better if he remains in as good 
| company as he now is. 
| The women of the company are entitled 
to as much praise as the men. Miss Selig- 
man was a vision of loveliness in several 
costumes. . She laughed and cried and en- 
joyed being made love to in Aer usually 
ebullient way. Miss Louise Crosser, who 
was substituted for Marie St. John, was a 
pleasant surprise. She is a good actress, 
particularly so in comedy situations. 
Grayce Scott, the ingenue, is a slip of a 
girl with big eyes and long, slender feet 
and a “nice little way about her.”
